No plea yet 
in Hamburg 
marijuana 
court case 


Faulder says he needs more 
evidence from prosecution; 
judge sets hearing for today

Laura Hamburg did not enter a plea to 
charges of marijuana possession during her 
Wednesday hearing because the prosecu- 
tion has still not turned over requested evi- 
dence, said her attorney, Keith Faulder. 

Faulder said he had requested specific 
evidence from the prosecution in order to 
more effectively prepare a defense and that 
the District Attorney’s Office had not 
responded. 

“This is a medical marijuana case and 
the evidence I’ve requested goes directly to 
a motion to suppress and to providing an 
affirmative defense at the prelim,” Faulder 
said. 

Faulder said California law allows him 
to make a motion to suppress and provide 
an affirmative defense at the preliminary 
hearing. He said he cannot do that without 
the evidence he has requested. 

Deputy District Attorney — Scott 
McMenomy said he had responded, object- 
ing to Faulder's request for evidence. 
McMenomy said he is not required to turn 
over the requested evidence until Hamburg 
enters a plea. 

Mendocino County Superior Court 
Judge Ronald Brown scheduled a hearing 
for 1:30 p.m. today to discuss what evi- 
dence Faulder wants from the prosecution. 

Hamburg, a local medical marijuana 
activist, has been charged with marijuana 
possession in connection with the Oct. 25 
service of a search warrant on her 
Boonville Road home by the Mendocino 
County Sheriff's Office. 

The Sheriff's Office reported seizing 50 
marijuana plants from the home, as well as 
50 pounds of processed marijuana. 

Faulder, who was at the home when the 
search warrant was served, said he counted 
39 marijuana plants in Hamburg's garden. 
He said he did not know how much 
processed marijuana was seized. 

Faulder has said that Hamburg was 
operating a legitimate medical marijuana 
garden, growing marijuana for three peo- 
ple, all of whom have valid medical mari- 
juana recommendations, which Faulder 
said he showed to sheriff's deputies. 

According to an ordinance passed by the 
Mendocino County Board of Supervisors 
in August of 2007, a medical marijuana 
patient is legally allowed to have 25 plants 
and two pounds of processed marijuana.

$493,000 for emergency services radio system to be presented

Congressman Mike Thompson 
will present Mendocino County with 
$493,000 in federal money 
Wednesday, to help defray the cost of 
replacing the  county's failing 
microwave repeater system. 
"Congressman Thompson is very 
committed to improving communica- 
tions in rural communities, especially 
where first responders are con- 


cerned,” said Ann Warden, 
Thompson’s communication director. 

The county has contracted with 
Alcatel, which has said it can install a 
new microwave repeater system by 
July at a cost of $3.6 million. 

The microwave system is a series 
of seven repeaters that take signals 
from the radios of law enforcement 
and fire personnel and relay them 
throughout the county. 

“The improvement will affect all 


emergency responders in the county 
positively,” said CalFire Chief Marc 
Romero. “We do the dispatch, and 
this is going to be great for the sheriff 
and fire services.” 

A report released by the 
Mendocino County grand jury in 
2007 stated the microwave system is 
old and dangerously close to failure. 

The system was installed in 1985 
and was meant to last 15 years. It has 
been operating continuously for 22 


years and replacement parts have 
become increasingly hard to find, 
forcing technicians to — cannibalize 
parts from other repeaters or search 
for them on online auction sites. 

The federal money presented by 
Thompson will join an additional $2.5 
million that will come from either a 
National Operability Grant or from 
financing, according to a report from 
the Mendocino County CEO’s Office. 

The rest of the money will come 


from more local sources: Homeland 
Security funds from the county's 
Gang of Five, money from the city of 
Point Arena, from a House Resolution 
that funnels money taken from tele- 
phone taxes, some state funds and 
about $410,000 in asset forfeiture 
money, half of which was put forward 
by Mendocino County District 
Attorney Meredith Lintott.

Bush warns Iran about Naval clash 
as he opens peace mission in Israel 


JERUSALEM (AP) — President Bush warned Iran of “seri- 
ous consequences” if it meddles again with U.S. warships in the 
Persian Gulf, opening a Mideast peacemaking mission 
Wednesday on an ominous note. He told Israel to dismantle 
unauthorized settlement outposts and demanded that the 
Palestinians halt rocket attacks from areas controlled by Hamas 


Islamic militants. 


Bush, on his first visit as president to Israel, acknowledged 
widespread doubts about whether he can break through decades 
of distrust to achieve his goal of a major peace agreement by 
the end of his presidency in January 2009. 


“I’m under no illusions,”

Flushed with the success 
of last year’s film festival, 
Redwood Valley Outdoor 
Education Project is happy to 
announce the 2nd annual 
International Wildlife Film 
Series, complete with stun- 
ning movies, live music, and 
refreshments. 

The handpicked film mas- 
terpieces come from 
Montana’s prestigious 
International Wildlife Film 
Festival’s post festival tour. 
The series will open on 
Friday, Feb. 8 at the Ukiah 
Civic Center with the dramat- 
ic film “Born of Fire” and 
will continue at the civic cen- 
ter every Friday night 
through March 14. 

This extraordinary pro- 
gram is a benefit for 
Redwood Valley Outdoor 
Education Project, a commu- 
nity-supported project of the 
Ukiah Unified School 
District. Tickets are now 
available at the Mendocino 
Book Company in Ukiah for 
a suggested donation of $50 
for the series and $10 per 
evening. 

Tickets will also be avail- 
able at the door. Each 
evening will begin at 6:30 
p.m. with music and refresh- 
ments, and the first film will 
start between 7 and 7:15 p.m. 
Last year several of the films 
sold out, so everyone is 
advised to buy tickets early. 

This year’s film series will 
open with a bang. “Born of 
Fire” is a rare treatment of 
the Galapagos Islands, home 
to some of the most astonish- 
ing creatures on earth. The 
film takes viewers through 
the life stages of these unique 
Ecuadorian islands, including 
the fiery eruption of Sierra 
Negra, the largest of the vol- 
canoes.

A good decision 


“T really think there has been a sea 
change,” said Supervisor John Pinches 
Tuesday about the public’s attitude toward 
pot growing in Mendocino County. 

We agree, and we congratulate Pinches, 
and his colleagues Kendall Smith, Jim 
Wattenburger and Mike Delbar for their vote 
to give the public a chance to make a change 
so many believe is now necessary. 

Voters will have a chance in June to 
decide whether Measure G, which allows 
anyone to grow 25 pot plants in this county, 
should be repealed and replaced with the 
simple medical marijuana regulations 
already in place at the state level. Those 
rules allow medical marijuana patients to 
cultivate six mature marijuana plants and 
possess eight ounces of dried pot at any 
given time. 

The board also gave final passage to a 25- 
plant per legal parcel limit on medical mari- 
juana cultivation which will address the 
problem of “caregiver” excess, in which 
growers claiming to be caregivers for dozens 
of medical marijuana patients grow hun- 
dreds of plants in one location. 

A number of people, including Supervisor 
David Colfax, said Tuesday that any limits 
put on pot growing in this county are mean- 
ingless. 

We disagree. We know that there were 
plenty of large marijuana gardens out in the 
hills and in remote forested areas before the 


Whatever happened to the law of supply 
and demand, that applies in private working 
world? I am sure they could get two or 
three good people for that salary, which 
means they are costing the city at least 
twice as much as they should in taxes and 
fees. 

Who gets hurt the most? It's the poor 
working class. The poorer one is, the more 
it hurts. The second is the overall economy, 
which leaves less money to repair the roads 
and sewers, etc. This is not an isolated 
case, in any way or another it has become 
the norm. This country's efficiency is being 
lost through monopolies. 

If I said it once, I’ve said it a thousand 
times, monopolies only bring poorer ser- 
vice and higher prices. Lawyers, doctors, 
engineers, all kinds of trades are licensed, 
which only gives them power to avoid 
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passage of medical marijuana legalization 
statewide in 1996 and then Measure G local- 
ly in 2000. But what we saw after Measure 
G was the proliferation of large gardens in 
our cities and small neighborhoods and the 
increasing violence in those areas as a result. 

(Monday night’s three-hour police chase 
after three Long Beach suspects following a 
marijuana-related home invasion in 
Laytonville is just another example of the 
cost of our marijuana industry.) 

As we have said before, Measure G was a 
well-intended experiment that went very 
wrong and should be ended. 

The Restore Mendocino/Repeal Measure 
G Coalition has made it clear that medical 
marijuana is not threatened by this repeal 
effort. Medical marijuana will still be legal, 
and patients will have access to plenty of 
marijuana either grown by themselves or 
their legitimate caregivers. What the repeal 
of Measure G will do is simply put a stop to 
the greedy no-limit marijuana industry in 
this county that has no interest in or respect 
for the community at large. 

Having the repeal put on the ballot by the 
supervisors was the first step. Now comes 
the challenge of getting it passed. There will 
likely be a very aggressive effort by the no- 
limit marijuana industry to keep Measure G 
in place and we will continue to push for 
passage as the June election draws closer.

The signs were 
there for Hillary 


Maybe the signs pointing to Hillary Clinton's vic- 
tory in the New Hampshire primary were there all 
along, hidden in plain sight by the blur of 
Obamamania and a stack of flawed polls. 


There was that moment in the ABC News debate 
Saturday when Barack Obama and John Edwards 
ganged up on Clinton and she fought back. Later, 
when Scott Spradling, a local political reporter, sug- 
gested that voters didn't find her likable, she replied, 
“Well, that hurts my feelings.” It looked like a genuine 
reaction from someone so often cast as a stick figure. 


Obama then made trouble for himself by offering a 
comment many saw as snarky. “You’re likable 
enough, Hillary,” he said. Obama insisted later that he 
intended it as a “gesture of graciousness.” Gestures of 
graciousness shouldn’t have to be explained. 


And then, on the eve of the election, Clinton 
choked up about the difficulties of the campaign. 
“This is very personal for me, it’s not just political,” 
she said, defying another stereotype about her. The 
media did Clinton the only favor they rendered her all 
week, playing the video over and over. It was a clip in 
which she managed to include her basic lines of attack 
on Obama (“Some of us are ready and some of us are 
not") without seeming to be attacking at all. 


Did she win the primary on the basis of such 
episodes rather than policies, on anecdotes rather than 
data? These were “moments when she finally peeled 
back the veneer," said Clinton's adviser and friend 
Paul Begala. And this helped build her large lead 
among women. 


For it was women, and voters of modest means, 
who pulled Clinton back from the abyss. Women 
rejected Clinton in Iowa but not in New Hampshire. 
And the people Edwards courts were the ones Clinton 
connected with here. She defeated Obama soundly 
among voters in families earning less than $50,000 a 
year, and among those who never attended college. 


She also stole the mantle of empathy from 
Edwards. Voters who told exit pollsters that they made 
their choice on the basis of which candidate “cares 
about people like me" went strongly for Edwards in 
Iowa. On Tuesday, Clinton narrowly defeated 
Edwards in this group -- and overwhelmed Obama in 
their ranks by 2-1. 


Perhaps Hillary played the same trick on her critics 
her husband Bill did in his epic State of the Union 
addresses that went on and on about one specific pol- 
icy after another. Those speeches often got bad 
reviews but good poll ratings. At one campaign stop 
last week, as Hillary droned on learnedly about health 
care, family and medical leave, and global warming, a 
colleague in the press section leaned over to dismiss 
her for offering nothing but “a laundry list of 
wonkery." 


But especially for less well-off voters, the specific 
things government can do to relieve a few of the bur- 
dens they bear may be more important than Obama's 
soaring and prophetic rhetoric that moved the young 
and the affluent. To eat some of my own words, maybe 
prose wins elections after all. 


Just to be straight up about it, I have never been so 
certain and so wrong in many years of watching elec- 
tions, anticipating as I did a solid Obama victory here. 
Apparently the Clinton camp was surprised, too, as 
some in their ranks candidly acknowledged. 


The pollsters will have a lot of work to do in figur- 
ing out what went wrong. But there are more than 
enough lessons for the rest of us. Both campaigns -- 
Clinton's before Iowa, Obama's since -- learned how 
dangerous it is to assume that victory is inevitable. 
Candidates who seem certain they'll win may give off 
a feeling of arrogance that invites voters to deliver a 
comeuppance. 

Yet New Hampshire does not make Clinton's prob- 
lems disappear. There are many voters, even in 
Democratic primaries, who want to move beyond the 
1990s and have doubts about her. She found a voice in 
New Hampshire that can win a primary. It's still not 
clear whether she has a voice that can move a nation. 

Obama has the problem that has confronted many 
idealistic reformers before him: He has a powerful 
appeal to the young and the well-educated, but he has 
yet to convince the less affluent that his crusade is for 
them. *A lot of people are being motivated by his 
inspirational talk,” Rep. Frank Pallone Jr., D-N.J., said 
in an interview at a Clinton event. “But he doesn’t 
really talk about what he'll do." 

The campaigns -- and, yes, the media -- need to go 
back to the drawing boards.

California Guitar Trio -- 
Paul Richards, Bert Lams 
and Hideyo Moriya 


While growing up in Utah, Paul 
Richards was greatly influenced by the 
musical interests of his older brothers. 
His early interest in rock and blues quick- 
ly broadened to include jazz, classical, 
progressive, acoustic, world music and 
more. At age 21, he traveled to England 
to attend the extended Robert Fripp 
Guitar Craft courses where he soon met 
Bert Lams and Hideyo Moriya. After sev- 
eral years of living in England, Los 
Angeles, and Argentina, Richards now 
resides in Salt Lake City. 

Born and raised near Brussels, 
Belgium, Bert Lams is a graduate of the 
prestigious Royal Conservatory of Music 
in Brussels. Originally a rock guitarist, he 
has extensively studied and taught classi- 
cal guitar -- and possesses a particular 
affinity for J.S. Bach and music influ- 
enced by the American Old West. Over 
the past 16 years, Lams has resided main- 
ly in Los Angeles, and also spent several 

years in Wiltshire England and Santa Fe 
New Mexico, and has recently relocated 
to Pennsylvania. 

A native of Tokyo, Japan, Hideyo 
Moriya began playing guitar at age 12 by 
emulating the Ventures’ 1960s-vintage 
surf guitar style, and his favorite English 
rock bands. He came to America in 1982 
to study at the Berklee College of Music 
in Boston, and by the mid-1980s had 
enlisted in Robert Fripp's Guitar Craft 
courses. When not touring the world with 
the CGT, Moriya resides in his Tokyo 

hometown.

styles fusing classical, rock, blues, jazz, 
world music, progressive, as well as the 
quintessential California musical genre 
surf music, the California Guitar Trio’s 
stunning virtuosity and sly sense of 
humor have earned them a rabid follow- 
ing and wide notoriety, with significant 
crossover in the progressive, acoustic and 
classical music scenes. 

Notably, CGT music was featured on 
the television coverage of the 1998, 
2000, 2002 and 2004 Olympics, and also 
on CBS, NBC, CNN, and ESPN TV pro- 
grams. The CGT performed on the 2003 
Grammy Awards-nominated track Apollo 
on Tony Levin’s CD Pieces of the Sun; 
and CGT music was sent into outer space 
as wake up music for the crew aboard 
NASA's Space Shuttle Endeavor. 

Over the past 14 years of nearly inces-

After completing 
several of these intensive courses, the 
three toured worldwide with Fripp’s 
League of Crafty Guitarists. Wanting to 
continue working together after the 
League had run its course, Bert, Paul and 
Hideyo convened in Los Angeles and 
founded The California Guitar Trio in 
1991, honing their intricate original com- 
positions, surf covers, and classical re- 
workings. 

Since their inception in 1991, the Trio 
has released 11 CDs: six studio CDs fea- 
turing original works from the CGT and a 
variety of classics such as Bach,s Toccata 
and Fugue and  Beethoven's 5th 
Symphony.

‘Perfect Peyton trying to rewrite script 
in rematch with Chargers

INDIANAPOLIS — Peyton 
Manning would like to forget his last 
trip to San Diego. 

Good luck this week. 

After throwing a franchise-record 
six interceptions in arguably his worst 
performance as a pro quarterback, the 
Super Bowl MVP tried to talk 
Wednesday about this weekend's 
rematch with the Chargers. Instead, 
everyone wanted to know what hap- 
pened on that nightmarish November 
night. 

"Bad quarterback play by me is the 


main reason we didn't execute on 
offense," Manning said, referring to 
the Colts’ 23-21 loss to the Chargers. 

For the usually perfect Peyton, this 
is an uncharacteristic and uncomfort- 
able spot. 

Instead of talking about victories, 
record-setting accomplishments or 
even his next Super Bowl quest, 
Manning still finds himself explaining 
his poor performance in San Diego 
even if matters little now. 

The truth is it can happen to anyone. 

Hall of Famers Norm Van Brocklin 
and Bobby Layne each threw six inter- 
ceptions in postseason games. The 


league's only three-time MVP, Brett 
Favre, also threw six in a playoff game 
in 2001. Hall of Famer Bob Waterfield 
and former league MVP Ken Stabler 
threw seven in a regular-season games. 

But when it happens to Manning, 
it's a shock. 

“That one, I think, is real surpris- 
ing," Chargers coach Norv Turner 
said, chuckling. “We certainly can't 
count on that happening again. I'd be 
surprised if he threw three. My guess 
is that is a once-in-a-lifetime thing." 

The numbers support Turner's 
premise. 

Manning, a two-time league MVP, 


threw 14 interceptions this season — 
nearly half in the rain at San Diego 
(12-5), and four of those came in a lit- 
tle more than one quarter. 

Over the rest of Manning's 10-year 
NFL career, he's never thrown more 
than four in a game and had four only 
twice. 

One explanation was injuries. 

Manning relied on a makeshift 
offense that started the game without 
receivers Marvin Harrison and 
Anthony Gonzalez, tight end Dallas 
Clark, left tackle Tony Ugoh and then

After all these years, Knight ready for something new — win No. 900

LUBBOCK, Texas — Bob Knight 
is about to enter a realm occupied by 
only two other Division I basketball 
coaches, and they're both women. 

When the Hall of Fame coach gets 
win No. 900 he will join former Texas 
coach Jody Conradt and Tennessee's 
Pat Summitt as the only members of 
the Division I club. Knight's first shot 
comes Saturday at Oklahoma State. 

"Oh, who cares about 900?" 
Knight, ornery as ever at 67, said last 
week after victory No. 899. That 
game, a 75-68 victory over UTEP, was 
marked by his first technical foul this 
season. He kicked a table after what he 
thought was a bad call and lost his 
right shoe. 

Knight has been a head coach for 42 
years at three Division I schools. He 
got his 100th victory at Army, then 
moved to Indiana, where his Hoosiers 
went 662-239 and won three national 
championships from 1971-00. 

His first NCAA title came in 1976 
when Indiana went undefeated, a feat 
no team has done since. In 1984, he 
coached the U.S. Olympic team to a 
gold medal in Los Angeles. 


Conradt ended her coaching career 
last year with 900 wins. Summitt, who 
got No. 900 in 2000 during her 31st 
season, said it's no surprise Knight has 
kept winning. 

“He demands a performance," said 
Summit, who has increased her total to 
959. “He raises the bar and gets the 
most out of his players." 

The all-time victory leader in men's 
coaching is Harry Statham of 
McKendree University, an NAIA 
school. The 70-year-old coach has 
won 948 games in 42 seasons. 

Last season, Knight enjoyed anoth- 


become the winningest Division I 
men’s coach. In the weeks leading to 
the mark, Knight pooh-poohed the 
attention. Then he seemed in his ele- 
ment as he basked in the adulation 
from a sellout crowd in Lubbock on 
Jan. 1, 2007. He appeared to choke up 
as Frank Sinatra’s “My Way” blared 
and confetti rained from the rafters. 

To hear Knight frame it, it’s all 
about durability. 

“Things that transpire relative to 
numbers are usually a matter of 
longevity more than anything else,” he 
said. “You want to be able to do the job 


well. But I think there have been a lot 
of really good coaches who coached a 
relatively short period of time.” 

In September, Knight signed a 
three-year contract extension that goes 
through the 2011-12 season. Two 
years earlier, his son Pat was appoint- 
ed head coach designate and will suc- 
ceed his father upon retirement. 

The younger Knight has said he and 
his father have a plan for when that 
will happen, but neither is talking. 

"You'll read about it somewhere in 
the newspaper,” Bob Knight said. 
“When I quit everybody will know at 
the same time that I quit, and they'll 
have no idea where to find me." 

Even the elder Knight's boss isn't 
clued in. 

“We haven't talked about that at 
all," said athletic director Gerald 
Myers, who helped bring Knight to 
Texas Tech after he was fired at 
Indiana in 2000. 

Since his arrival, Knight has led 
Tech to 20-plus-win seasons in five of 
six years, something never before 
done at the school. He also was left 
with the second-worst record of his 
career at Tech, finishing 15-17 in 
2005-06. 


The silver-haired coach has other 
notations on his resume: He threw a 
chair across a court; kicked a chair on 
the sideline while his son Pat was sit- 
ting in it; had countless spats with offi- 
cials and reporters; and was accused of 
grabbing a player by the throat during 
a practice. A videotape of that 1997 
episode created a zero-tolerance policy 
that eventually led to his dismissal at 
Indiana in 2000. 

In Lubbock, he argued with the 
manager of a Houston arena over the 
size of Tech's locker room and was 
reprimanded by the university's presi- 
dent after a dustup with the system's 
chancellor at a salad bar. He also 
unloaded a barrage of expletives when 
a sportscaster interviewing Knight 
asked about his relationship with for- 
mer Indiana star Steve Alford. 

fter all these years and all the scruti- 
ny, Knight's passion for perfection and 
winning is undiminished. Myers sees 
another side that others may overlook. 

"He's more positive with players 
than people might think," Myers said. 
“He has to build confidence in players. 
He has his way of building in those 
players a belief in themselves that they 
can be successful."

Brady, 4 other Patriots voted to AP NFL All-Pro team

NEW YORK — LaDainian 
Tomlinson and Randy Moss were unani- 
mous selections to The Associated Press 
2007 NFL All-Pro team on Wednesday. 
So was Tom Brady — sort of. 

The league’s Most Valuable Player and 
Offensive Player of the Year was chosen 
on each of the ballots from 50 media 
members who regularly cover the NFL. 
One voter, however, split the vote at 
quarterback between Brady and Green 
Bay’s Brett Favre. 

Still, Brady was a runaway choice at 
the position, and was joined by four other 
unbeaten Patriots on the squad: Moss, 
tackle Matt Light, cornerback Asante 
Samuel and outside linebacker Mike 
Vrabel. 

All but Moss made the All-Pro team 
for the first time; Moss was chosen as a 
Minnesota Viking in 1998, 2000 and 
2003. 

“Every week, we come in here on 
Monday and you win and everybody’s 
excited, the plane flights home are great,” 
Brady said, referring to what has been a 
historic season so far for the 16-0 
Patriots. “It’s been a lot of fun. To see 
what we’ve accomplished thus far is 
great. At the same time we realize that, as 
coach put it, there’s another mountain to 
climb.” 

Easily scaling the All-Pro mountain 
were Tomlinson for the third time, and 
Moss. Joining Tomlinson, the league’s 
leading rusher, were fellow Chargers 
Lorenzo Neal, who clears many of L.T.’s 
paths from his fullback spot, and corner- 
back Antonio Cromartie. 

Cromartie’s breakthrough season saw 
him lead the NFL with 10 interceptions. 


“T should have had 13,” he said. “This 
year, I think I proved a lot of people 
wrong, with everybody saying how my 
knee injury was going to affect me. I 
mean, I’m two years off of it. My biggest 
thing was proving everybody wrong.” 

Also with three players on the team 
were Dallas and Seattle. The Cowboys 
had linebacker DeMarcus Ware, tight end 
Jason Witten and wide receiver Terrell 
Owens; Ware and Witten were first- 
timers, Owens also was selected in 2000, 
'01 and '02 with San Francisco, and 2004 
with Philadelphia. 

“Any time you can be the best in the 
entire league, that's always a special 
moment," said Witten, who had 96 recep- 
tions and seven touchdowns this season. 
"There's a lot of great tight ends out 
there, so to be on the top of that list is 
nice." 

The Seahawks had tackle Walter 
Jones, defensive end Patrick Kerney and 
linebacker Lofa Tatupu. Jones previously 
made All-Pro in 2001, '04 and '05; the 
other Seahawks were first-timers. 

Seahawks coach Mike Holmgren 
called Tatupu's three-interception day in 
a win at Philadelphia on Dec. 2 “one of 
the great games I’ve ever seen a line- 
backer have." 

“Everybody has been instrumental in 
everything that I’ve been able to do,” 
Tatupu said. “The D-line has been 
enabling me to get sacks, DBs staying on 
their guys so we can get back there and 
get sacks, or getting interceptions.” 

Joining Brady, Tomlinson and Neal in 
the backfield was Philadelphia’s Brian 
Westbrook, who led the league in total 
yards from scrimmage with 2,104. 

“Being named first-team All-Pro is an

Lakers to fourth 


straight victory

NEW ORLEANS — Kobe 
Bryant scored 19 points, 
Andrew Bynum added 17 and 
the Los Angeles Lakers won 
their fourth straight game, 
109-80 over the New Orleans 
Hornets on Wednesday night. 

With balanced scoring and 
stifling defense, the Lakers 
turned what was supposed to 
be a marquee matchup 
between two of the NBA’s 
hottest teams into a lopsided 
affair that left the home crowd 
groaning. 

The Lakers made 54.9 per- 
cent of their shots, hitting 
nine 3-pointers and while 
outscoring New Orleans 52- 
36 inside. 

Having won in Memphis a 
night earlier and facing a 
Hornets squad that was well- 
rested after winning three 
straight on the road last week, 
Los Angeles scored on its first 
eight possessions and led by 
double digits for most of the 
game. 

The disparity in scoring 
among both teams’ reserves 
was a telling sign of how well 
the Lakers have played in 
winning 10 of their last 12 
games. 

Los Angeles’ reserves 
outscored the Hornets’ bench 
42-9. The Lakers also outre- 
bounded New Orleans 45-40. 

Chris Paul scored 32 points 
and David West added 19 
points for New Orleans, 
which shot 36.9 percent. 

Luke Walton scored 14 for 
the Lakers, while Lamar 
Odom added 11 and Trevor 
Ariza 10. 

The Hornets had chiseled a 
19-point deficit to seven early 
in the second half when 
Bryant helped Los Angeles 
take the game over for good. 
His 3-pointer from the left 
wing started a 10-2 run that 
quickly extended the Lakers’ 
lead to 64-49. 

Bryant later hit a driving

The AFC West champion 
Chargers finished the season 
as the league’s best in forcing 
turnovers (48) and has limited 
Manning to a 71.3 rating in 
five career games. 

So Manning has taken it 
upon himself to make correc- 
tions. 

“Every one (interception) 
I've ever thrown has its own 
story, but nobody wants to 
hear it," he said. "I give full 
credit to San Diego for all the 
plays they made, and like I 
said, I’m critical of myself. I 
think I could have made much 
better decisions and much 
better throws." 

Getting healthy should 
help Manning exorcise those 
memories. 

Ugoh and Diem are both 
expected to start Sunday, and 
rather than relying on unher- 
alded receivers Craphonso 
Thorpe and Aaron 
Moorehead, Harrison, 
Gonzalez and Clark are all 
expected to play. 

Harrison, the eight-time 
Pro Bowler, has been out 
since Oct. 22 because of an 
injured left knee. Coach Tony 
Dungy wouldn't say defini- 
tively Harrison. would play 
Sunday, but that's clearly the 
expectation. 

"He'll probably play,” 
Dungy said. “I can’t say with- 
out a doubt he'll play because 
we thought he'd play last 
week and he didn't, so you 
never know." 

Manning looks at Sunday's 
second-round playoff game 
another way. Rather than 
worry about who he's work- 
ing with, Manning is focused 
on how he can play better. He 
spent last weekend studying 
film, acknowledging he spent 
a little more time looking at 
the Chargers' defense. 

Will it help? Perhaps. 

“I still think what hap- 
pened earlier or what hap- 
pened in years past, past play- 
off games, whatever it may 
be, I don't think carries a lot 
of relevance," he said. “It still 
comes down to who plays 
better on Sunday, and that's 
what we're trying to do.’

"[ want to record my vote 
opposing it," he said. “I feel 
that two 25-plant limits per 
parcel would have been more 
appropriate." 

When the board opened the 
floor for public comment on 
the matter, Pebbles Trippet, 
Mendocino Medical 
Marijuana Advisory Board 
adviser, said the measure 
would be exclusionary to a 
large population of patients. 

"It would discriminate 
against the joint tenant owners 
of land," she said. “It would 
also discriminate against the 
majority of marijuana patients 
who rent. This is not a good 
situation to put patients in...I 
feel this is not speaking for 
the majority." 

Tom Davenport said the 
board was opening up the 
county to legal action if it 
passed the ordinance. 

“The cultivation ordinance 
will not pass legal muster,” he 
said. “You don't need to take 
my word for it, but take a 
good long look at fiscal 
responsibility. It’s going to 
cost the county a lot of money 
on a legal battle that they are 
going to lose." 

Asked by 4th District 
Supervisor Kendall Smith 
about the legality of the mea- 
sure, County Counsel Jeanine 
Nadel said she had not 
encountered any discrepan- 
cies. 

A ballot initiative that, if 
passed by voters in the June 3 
primary, would repeal 
Measure G and institute the 
state medical marijuana limits 
was also passed at Tuesday's 


meeting by a 4-1 vote. 

On Nov. 8, 2000, 
Mendocino County voters 
approved Measure G, a reso- 
lution calling for the decrimi- 
nalization of personal use and 
cultivation of up to 25 adult 
female marijuana plants or the 
equivalent in dried marijuana, 
by a vote of 58 percent. 

The current state medical 
marijuana limits are defined 
under Senate Bill 420, under 
which qualified patients 
and/or their primary care- 
givers may possess no more 
than eight ounces of dried 
marijuana and/or six mature, 
or 12 immature, marijuana 
plants. The bill also allows 
patients to possess larger 
amounts of marijuana when 
such quantities are recom- 
mended by a physician. 

Nadel said that if the super- 
visors' measure was passed by 
voters it would not necessari- 
ly conflict with the 25-plant 
per parcel limit because it 
could refer to more than one 
grower equaling 25 plants 
total per parcel. 

Fifth District Supervisor 
David Colfax, the board's 
only other dissenter besides 
Pinches, said the restriction 
would only serve to confuse 
the already fractured county 
law. 

"[ don't think we have a 
grasp of the implications of 
what this is about," he said. 
“This is just an action that 
only further complicates our 
involvement with some of 
these issues." 

Before being passed, the 
motion was moved for 
approval by lst District 
Supervisor Michael Delbar 
and was seconded by Smith.

Products. “This has been a 
great ride, and it's really a fun 
business to be in." 

Giusto-Sorrells got an early 
start in the natural foods busi- 
ness in San Francisco, helping 
out at The Golden Crescent, 
her family's natural food store 
and bakery. The Golden 
Crescent opened in 1941, and 
Giusto-Sorrells said she spent 
much of her childhood work- 
ing at the store wrapping rice 
and soy cookies -- all while 
learning the family business. 

Now  Giusto-Sorrells is 
keeping the family tradition 
alive as the founder and owner 
of a gluten-free line of prod- 
ucts with distribution across 
the world that reaches as far as 
Norway, New Zealand and 
Austria, and, according to her, 
it's the perfect fit. 

“I grew up in food produc- 
tion," she explained while 
walking amongst piles of her 
products stacked to the ceiling 
inside the warehouse on Clara 
Avenue.

cookies and mixes are not 
only a staple in the diet of 
health food fans, but also for 
celiacs.

Clinton, Obama 
dig in for a long 
struggle as McCain 
goes for 2 in a row 
WASHINGTON (AP) — 


Hillary Rodham Clinton and 
Barack Obama dug in 
Wednesday for a prolonged 
struggle over the Democratic 
presidential nomination, a 
woman and a black man in a 
campaign unlike any other. 
John McCain claimed the role 
of resident underdog in the 
Republican race, despite his 
big win in the New Hampshire 
primary. 

“Maybe I have liberated us 
to actually let women be 
human beings in public,” said 
Clinton, the former first lady, 
reflecting on a memorable 
moment of emotion the day 
before she gained her own 
New Hampshire victory. 

Obama saw it differently. 
“We have to make sure that 
we take it to them just like 
they take it to us,” he said. 
Despite his defeat, he pocket- 
ed the support of two key 
Nevada unions in advance of 
that state’s Jan. 19 caucuses, 
and predicted a win in the 
South Carolina primary a 
week later. 

After a grueling, months- 
long slog through Iowa and 


New Hampshire, Clinton and 
Obama face a brief lull in the 
calendar, but collide in four 
weeks time in primaries and 
caucuses in 22 states in the 
equivalent of a nationwide 
primary. 

McCain made simultane- 
ous appeals to independents 
and Republicans alike as he 
campaigned in Michigan for a 
victory that could drive for- 
mer Massachusetts Gov. Mitt 
Romney from the race. “The 
Republican establishment has 
never embraced me in my 
entire life. But I think we just 
proved that we can get the 
support of enough to win an 
election," he told a rally in 
Grand Rapids. He added he 
would try and remind evan- 
gelical voters "that my social 
conservative record has been 
consistent and unchanging." 


Police say father 
threw 4 young 

children to their 
deaths off bridge 


BAYOU LA BATRE, Ala. 


(AP) — A day after reporting 
his four young children were 
missing, a shrimp fisherman 
broke down and confessed 
that he threw them off an 80- 
foot-high bridge to their 
deaths, authorities said 
Wednesday. Lam Luong, 37, 
was charged with four counts 
of capital murder, and divers 
searched the murky waters for 
the bodies of the youngsters, 
who ranged in age from a few 
months to 3 years. 

Luong had a drug habit and 
had argued with his wife, 
Ngoc Phan, before taking the 
children, said Phan’s brother- 
in-law, Kam  Phengsisom- 
boun. Luong's girlfriend, who 
was living in a hotel in nearby 
Gulfport, Miss., was a factor 
in the couple's argument on 
Sunday and Monday morning, 
family members and police 
said. Authorities said they 
believe Luong then drove on 
Monday to the two-lane 
Dauphin Island bridge over 
the Intracoastal Waterway, 
stopped at the highest part of 
the span and threw the young- 
sters over the side. 


9 U.S. soldiers 
killed in offensive 
against al-Qaida 
north of Baghdad 


BAGHDAD (AP) — Nine 
American soldiers were killed 
in the first two days of a new 
offensive to root out al-Qaida 
in Iraq fighters holed up in 
districts north of the capital, 
the U.S. military reported 
Wednesday. 

The losses came as many 
militants fled U.S. and Iraqi 
forces massing in Diyala, a 
province of palm and citrus 
groves that has defied the 
trend toward lower violence. 
The campaign's scope is 
nationwide but is mainly 
focused on gaining control of 
Diyala and its most important 
city, Baqouba, which al-Qaida 
has declared the capital of its 
self-styled Islamic caliphate. 

Six soldiers were killed and 
four were wounded Wednes- 
day in a booby-trapped house 
in Diyala, the U.S. command 


. said. It also announced that 


three U.S. soldiers were killed 
and two wounded in an attack 
Tuesday in Salahuddin 
province, north of Diyala.
